THREE CENT RATE 


The Canadian Northern Railway 
has lowered its passenger rates over 
all its Alberta and Saskatchewan lin- 
es to three cents a mile. 

At the last session of parliament 
Dr. Melntyre, M. P., for Strathcona 
advocated a three-cent rate for the 
two new provinces over both railway 
systems; and it was agreed to refer 
the matter to the railway commis- 
sion. 

As the result of the railway com- 
mission investigation rates dropped 
on the C. P. R. lines to three cents; 
but the old rate of three and a half 
cents was continued on the C. N. R: 
The commission held that the C, N. 
R. as a colonization road running 
through a sparcely settled country, 
was entitled to the differential rate 
until the country it served had more 
population. : 

The Canadian Northern have now 
voluntarily cut the rate to three cen- 
ts, making thisthe uniform rate 
throughout the two new provinces in 
place of the four cents per mile which 
prevailed ‘over almost all this terri- 
tory until a*comparatively recent 
date.—Commercial.

Lauge faced Jouet Meckin and rampsed 
a certaln double to center. There wero 
two out, and the crowd rose with a yell 
of delight when Lange smote the ball, 
which rolled past Van Haltren, 

What ball rolled:on and finally disap- 
peared, Van Haltren was on top of It, 
but Instead of pleking it up he sudden- 
ly threw himself flat on the ground, 
rammed his right arm into the earth 
and commenced = reaching. Lange 
meantime kept on. He turned second, 
raced on to third, gave a look outward 
and then sprinted for howe, Bcoring the 
winaing run, 

The ball had rolled into'a hole In the 
ground from: which a post lad been 
pulled that morning, and Van Ialtren 
had been able only to reach it with the 
tips of his fingers.
